THE  SEh'SA  TlOX  OF  THE  WEEK. 

Tiie  sensation  of  ihe  week  was  the  news  from 
the  West  Const  thai  Chili  lias  made  trentict  with 
Bolivia  and  Pcn't.  By  lliese  treaties  Chili  has  set- 
tled her  long  standing  difficulties  tvitli  Bolivin  and 
Peiii,  and  is  seemingly  more  al  ease  lo  pull  herself 
together  f'r  llie  moie  serious  task  of  arranging 
her  difticnities  with  this  country.  In  the  first  place 
Chili  obtains  the  two  Pei  uvian  provinces  of  Tacna 
and  Alien,  over  which  the  war  of  Ihe  Pacific  was 
waged  so  fiercely.  By  the  treaty  which  concluded 
the  war  Chili  was  lo  remain  witll  the  two  prov- 
inces fur  a  certain  number  of  year.^,  upon  the  ex- 
piration of  which  a  popular  vote  was  to  be  taken 
by  which  the  inhnhiianls  of  Tacna  and  Atica 
should  declaie  lo  which  country  tliey  wished  to 
belong.  Tiie  term  of  years  has  elapsed  and  the 
popular  vote  hits  not  l)een  taken.  Why  ?  The 
reason  is  plain.  An  ambitious  Peruvian  started  a 
tevuiutioii  in  order  lo  usurp  the  presidency  of  his 
country.  He  needed  help,  and  appealed  lo  Chili, 
the  arcli  enemy  of  Perii.  He  offered  advantageous 
terms.  In  case  Chili  helped  lo  place  him  in  power 
he  would,  once  in  office,  forego  alt  appeal  to  the 
popular  vole  of  the  disputed  provinces,  and  he 
would  allow  Chili  10  annex  them  upon  payment  of 
a  siipulaleil  sum.  Chili  helped  the  ambitious  Peru- 
vian. The  coiislitnttonal  President  of  Perii,  such 
as  he  was,  had  to  fly  from  the  country  Over  the 
corpses  of  his  compatiiots  that  lay  thick  upon  the 
streets  of  Lima.  His  fortunate  rival  assumed 
power,  and  kept  his  woid  wilh  Chili.  Wherefore 
the  treaty  is  si^ined  and  sealed, 

Bolivia  is  next  attended  to.  A  port  of  one  of  ihe 
tiewly  acquired  provinces  is  offered  and  accepted. 
Chili  undertakes  to  build  a  railway  from  this  port 
to  the  capital  of  Bolivia— accepted  also.  In  return 
Bolivia  cedes  lo  Chili  certain  disputed  territory 
which  Chili  has  been  occupying  for  years.  All  this 
was  hatched,  developed  and  consummated  in  San- 
tiago under  the  nOses  of  Argentine  diplomats, 
and,  srange  as  it  may  appear,  allht>ugh  within 
their  knowledge.  By  a  master-stroke  of  a  secretly 
prepared  and  well  inatuied  policy.  Chili  converts 
upon  most  advantageous  terms  to  herself  two  tra- 
ditional and  hitler  enemies  into  two  warm  and 
grateful  friends. 

Let  no  one  think  that  we  write  in  irony  when 
we  express  a  hope  that  when  Chili  comes  to  settle 
up  her  accounts  wilh  this  country  her  negotiations 
may  be  conducted  and  concluded  with  something 
like  the  same  accommodating  spirit,  and  that  an 
.Argentine  Chilian  treaty  may  be  the  immediate 
.sequel  ol  those  which  we  have  briefly  outlined  iu 
this  article. 


CO.VVERSKhV  liV  CHILI. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  the  bill  as^jiassed  by 
the  Cliilian  Chamber  ol  Deputies  and  sent  up  to  ihe 
^Senate:  — 

Article  I.  —  The  President  of  the  retiu!)lic 
is  empowered  for  the  term  of  one  year,  to  contract 
abroad  loans  not  to  exceed  a  sum  total  o(  two  million 
pounds  slerling; 

Art.  n,— The  proceeds  of  these  loans  shall 
not  be  applied  to  any  other  object  but  the  extra- 
ordinary amortisation,  by  lender,  of  the  niuni- 
ciiial  debts  which  by  the  act  of  Decemlier  22, 
1S91,  are  made  chargeable  on  the  state,  and  to  the 
object  specified  in  the  following  article. 

The  amoitisation  of  the  municipal  bonds 
shall  not  be  effected  at  a  rale  above  par,  and 
the  authorisation  conferred  Upon  the  President  of 
tlie  republic  to  effect  it  shall  be  for  a  period  0/  three 
years. 

Art.  III.  —  From  the  initial  date  of  conver- 
sion till  December  3 1,  1S97,  the  siaie  shall 
pay  on  presentation  totally  guaranteed  bank 
iioies. 

The  banks  shall  redeem  monihly  the  noles  paid 
liy  the  Slate,  paying  their  value  in  gold. 

The  banks  may  also  give  in  payment  promissory 
notes  for  an  equal  amount  witii  three  per 
cent,  of  aniovtisaiion  and  three  per  cent,  of 
inleiest  half-yearly.  In  this  case  the  notes  shall 
not  be  relumed  to  the  banks,  but  tliey  shall  be 
ncinerated. 

The  part  conespondiiig  to  the  incinerate<l 
notes  of  the  guarantee  deposited  in  the  Trea- 
siiry  shall  be  specially  liable  for  the  payment 
of  these  obligations  which  shall  be  entitled 
aNo  to  all  the  privileges  enumeraled  in  Article 
VI.  of  the  act  of  February  11  of  the  current 
year. 

Art.  IV. —  The  total  issued  of  hank  notes 
shall  be  limited  up  to  December  31,  1S97,  lo 
ihe  amount  registered  at  the  date  of  llie  pro- 
mulgation of  this  acl;  and  in  proportion  as 
the  incineralion  of  notes  is  effected  in  con- 
formity with  Aiticle  3  the  issue  of  each  bank 
shall  lie  considered  to  be  reduced  by  the  amount 
corresponding  to  its  incinerated  rotes. 

ART.  y.  —  The  sums  which  may  he  received 
by  the  state  from  Tune,  1S96,  for  the  obligations 
referred  to  in  section  3,  Aiticle  3  shall  be  devoted 
to  the  extraordinary  amortisation  of  the  foreiiin 
debt.  * 

Art.  VI.  —  The  President  of  the  republic 
shall  be  authorised  to  expend  during  the  current 
year  the  sum  of  25,000  dollars  in  tlie  payment 
of  extra  clerks  and  of  the  expenses  incurred  in 
the  execution  of  this  act  and  of  ihai  of  February  1 1 
last.  * 

Art.  VII,  —The  President  of  the  republic  is 
empowered  to  initiate  before  the  first  of  June 
next  the  opeialions  connected  witli  metallic  conver- 
sion.

was  i;reater  iban  ilnri/ii;  'l;ose  years,  and  was 
902,000  lieciarL's  as  ag.iin'1  tl+j.ooo  in  JS93,  dis- 
iiibiited  as  follows ;  — Wheat  435,550  hectares, 
maize  312,250,  linseed  47,225,  peanut  8,386,  alfalla 
3,487,  vine  20, 1  ;3,  various  41,531  heciaies.  The 
result  of  llie  wheal  ctop  has  been  most  disastrous 
fur  the  province,  not  only  on  account  of  llie  low 
piiccs  luling,  but  aUo  on  account  of  the  small 
ciop,  because  whilst  3^i,iioo  tons  were  ^alhered 
(rem  284,000  hectares  in  1893,  the  1S94-95  harvest 
lias  only  t;iven  173,200  tons  from  tlie  312,250 
hectares  under  cuhivation.  The  vineyards  me 
becoming  more  imporlaiit  every  year,  on  account 
of  the  good  qualities  of  ihe  soil  and  climate  of  ihe 
province  for  ibis  industry.  The  callle  industry  in 
spile  nf  the  drought  ol  Ihe  past  year  cuniinues 
ti>  ilourish,  and  the  saladoros  of  the  province  have 
slaughtered  287,100  animals.  The  exports  of 
cattle  have  been  89,300  head,  396,800  sleer  bides 
ami  6,375  'ons  of  wool,  — A'avVic,  Buenos  Aires. 

—Tiiere  seems  after  all  to  be  a  smailerinf;  of 
piditical  economy  in  our  (ilTicials.  This  is  indicated 
by  a  proposal  lo  reduce  Ihc  duty  on  sugar,  wliich 
is  at  present  charged  at  llie  onirayeously  high  rate 
of  nine  cents  gold  per  kilo.  The  proposed  altera- 
tion is  a  very  modest  one  ;  it  is  suggested  ilmt  the 
duty  might  be  reduced  to  eight  cents  g'lld,  It  is 
believed  that  the  increassd  imporlalion  would 
almost  balance  llie  loss  of  revenue  resulting  from 
llie  reduction.

at  the  same  time  lie  admits  that  the  flilTiciiIty 
always  cmnes  when  any  atlempt  is  made  t'l  remove 
llie  swaddling  bands. — RevUxf,  Buenos  Aires. 

—The  calling  oat 'iif  the  national,  guard  in  1S93 
gave  room  (or  sume  remaikable  displays  of  ihe 
disregard  for  discipline,  and  the  rooted  objection 
10  all  restraint,  no  matter  how  ivholesome,  which 
eh.iracteiises  the  Argentine,  especially  the  educated 
,\igeiiline.  We  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  a 
sentry,  0:1  lieing  reprimanded  by  his  superior  for 
his  manner  (if  carrying  a  rifle,  iluow  the  ritle  on 
t)ie  ground  and  walk  away.  The  present  drilling 
of  Ihe  civilian  forces  is  calculnted  to  do  much  good 
if  it  does  away  with  this  lawless  feeling.  Hut  dis. 
cipline  cannot  be  expected  in  the  ranks  if  it  docs 
not  exist  among  the  olbccrs.  Tiie  reprimanding 
of  an  ofhcer  before  his  men  fir  a  mistake  in  drill 
is  a  snfficicnlly  gros>  breacli  of  niiliiary  etiqueite: 
but  words  would  lail  to  desciibe  adequately  ihe 
utter  contempt  for  order  displayed  by  the  oflicer 
wlio  on  Sunday  last,  when  apiimacbed  by  some  of 
the  men  afier  they  had  been  dismi.ised,  drew  bis 
sword  and,  ordering  his  fellow  uiiieers  to  di.  ihe 
same,  atlacked  the  men  willi  drawn  swords.

in  a  country  where  it  i>  hardly  a  penal  offence  lo 
organise  a  rising  in  the  armv  \Ui\\.

—The  political  sensatiim  of  the  d.iy  has  been 
the  pitiful  fiasco  ol  President  Uorda's  munieniary 
flicker  oi  independence  and  liis  ii;uominions  col- 
lapse into  tlie  amis  of  ihe  e.\. president  Dr.  Hei. 
rera,  who  consequently  may  once  more  be  con- 
sidered more  entiiely  master  of  ihe  siiualioii  tlian 
ever— and  a  worse  master  it  would  be  difricult  10 
find.

Though  (lie  scandalous  quarantines  are  lorlun- 
alely  over,  itieir  indirect  effects  on  commerce  ami 
-slii|iping  will  survive  for  some  time  to  come,  ami  it 
is  inlpo.s^ilde  lo  estimate  the  injury  they  have  done 
lo  the  lepuiaiimi  ol  this  ptirt.  ,\s  one  o(  the  con- 
si-quences,  we  learn  by  the  Inst  mail,  the  folton'ini; 
circular  was  issued  in  Great  Britain  last  April :  — 

Shippeis  to  Montevideo  are  respecitiilly  inform- 
ed that,  in  consequence  of  the  qnarantiiie  regnla- 
linns  now  in  force  in  the  River  I'late,  it  is  con- 
lemplated  that  steamers  will  be  unable  lo  call  at 
Monleviileo  on  their  outward  passage,  and  will  have 
lo  tranship  their  cargo  for  that  port  at  Buenos 
Aires.  Under  these  circumstances,  a  charge  of  los, 
I'cr  ton  on  Montevideo  cargo,  over  and  above  the 
freight,  will  be  made,  until  further  notice,  to  cover 
the  extra  expenses  which  may  be  thereby  incnrr- 
ed.  The  amount  so  charged  will  be  entered  sep- 
aiately  in  the  bill  of  lading,  and  will  he  returned 
to  the  slii])pers,  in  the  event  of  the  present  res- 
trictions having  been  removed  on  the  arrival  of 
ihe  steamers  and  their  being  able  to  land  iheir 
cargoes  in  the  ordinary  way.  This  arrangement 
will  be  put  in  force  by  steamers  sailing  from  Liv- 
erpool, L'lndon,  and  Glasgow,  nn  and  after  20th 
Aprd.-(.S'/>H,-.0,Lampoit  and  Holt,  R.  p.  IIou^- 
Ion  anil  Co..

THE  QUEEN  CITY  OF  THE  SOUTHERN 
HEMISPHERE. 

The  omniscient  Whit.iker,  under  the  beading 
■' British  possessions  in  Anslralasia,"  states  that 
^[elhonlne  with  its  suburbs  ciintained  on  3isl 
December,  1S94,  an  estimated  populaiioti  of  444,- 
832  inhabitants,  "being  the  most  populous  city  in 
Ihe  souihem  licmi.spbere."  We  liave  always  un- 
derstood Kio  de  Janeiro  and  Buenos  Aire.s  to  be 
also  in  the  southern  heinisplieie,  and  oddly  enough 
Wliitaker  himself  gives  larger  figures  f.ir  lii>ih  of 
lliese  cities  than  tor  Mell)i.urne.  The  remark  is 
probably  one  ihat  has  been  at  some  time  true,  and 
lias  been  carrieil  un  (roni  year  lo  year. 

Ill  any  case,  the  results  of  last  week's  census  es- 
tablish incont^stahly  Ihe  claim  of  Buenos  Aires  lo 
be  the  laigesi  city  of  South  America,  and  of  the 
sontlieni  hemispliere.  With  allowance  for  imper- 
fections in  the  execuiion  of  the  census,  inseparable 
from  the  way  in  which  it  was  carried  out.  the  fig- 
Uie  655. 6SS  may  betaken  as  practically  coireci, 
and  no  other  ciiy  in  this  half  of  the  woi  Id  can  lay 
claim  in  possessing  wiiliin  100,000  of  ihis  number 
ol  inhabitants.  The  population  of  Buenos  Aires 
is  liius  larger  than  Ihat  of  any  cities  of  the  Unileil 
Kingdom  exLcpi  London  and  Glasgow:  it  is  con- 
suleraldy  lariier  Uian  that  ol  Liverpool  or  Bir- 
iiiingbam,  and  it  is  .mly  about  50,000  less  than 
llie  conitiined  populations  of  Mancliesier  and  Sal- 
f..rd.  Of  Ihe  great  uitks  of  Europe,  only  Pans, 
Ueilin.  Vienna,  St.  I'etersbiirg,  Constantinople, 
and  Moscow  surpass  Biieiins  Aires,  and  in  North 
America  only  jSew  Voik,  Brooklyn,  Chicago,  and 
Pniladelphia.  Our  city  is  ilie  -secund  city  of  the 
Latin  world,  surpassing  Madrid,  Naples  and  Rome 
in  Furope,  and  Rio  Janeiro,  Santiago,  Lima  and 
Mexico  in  ihe  new  woild.  The  rate  of  i;rowlh  is 
n  1  less  lemarkable  than  the  actual  size.for  in  the 
last  ei;;hi  years  Buenos  Aires  has  increased  liy 
about  50  per  cent. 

Il  would  be  interesting  to  trace  the  various 
causes  which  have  led  to  a  town  once  the  despised 
appanage  of  the  Pciuvian  vice-royallv,  inipOrtant 
(inly  as  the  port  at  whicii  the  Af.ican  'slaves  weie 
landed,  and  as  llie  lermiims  of  the  hnig  journev 
of  the  yearly  caravan  from  Lima  or  Parana,  beconi- 
ing  so  much  more  impm'tant  than  the  cities  tnai 
despised  her,  Buenos  Aires  is  only  another  proof 
that  Ihe  most  precious  commodities  are  not  the 
most  valuable.  She  has  no  cargo  so  precious  as 
the  coiTee  of  Biazil,  or  the  silver  ol  Poiosi,  or 
even  the  nitrate  ot  ilie  West  Coast.  But  she  has 
cattle  and  sheep,  she  has  wheal  and  mai^e  ;  and  on 
the  hunger  of  Europe  she  has  grown  rich, 

Il  may  he  questioned  also  whether  the  fact  of  a 
seventh  of  the  whole  population  of  a  country  so 
vast  as  Argentina  being  gathered  together  in  one 
huge  city,  so  that  town  lots  have  risen  to  impos- 
sible piices,  while  lands  away  outside  are  going  a 
begging,  is  a  heallhy  sign.  It  is  an  evil  for  the 
country  that  all  its  cultme  and  iiuellect  should  be 
irresistibly  attracted  lo  the  one  central  city,  to  the 
dwarfing  and  impoverishing  of  the  country  at 
large.  .\  country  so  formed  is  apt  to  resemble 
wliat  physicians  t'cll  us  the  man  ol  the  future  will 
be,  a  creature  whose  head  is  almost  loo  large  to  be 
supported  by  his  stunted  limbs.  The  possession 
of  theatres  and  univcrsiiy,  of  training  colleges  and 
handsome  schools,  is  after  all  a  poor  compensation 
for  the  barbarism  of  the  provinces  and  the  want  of 
education  in  Che  camp. 

The  problem  is  no  new  one.  It  has  faced  every 
civilized  country  in  turn,  and  none  has  yet  beei'i 
able  to  solve  it.  It  does  not  yet  face  us  in  so  stei  n 
a  shape  as  it  piesen;s  lo  others.  But  it  is  coming 
fir  all  that.  Life  in  the  cily  is  becoming  every 
year  moic  expensive,  every  year  more  unceitaiii', 
every  year  more  tiifficult  and  trying.  Vet  the  city 
g'-es  on  increasing  at  a  greater  rate  than  the  camp'. 
Vear  by  year  iite  in  the  camp  becomes  more  bear- 
able, more  humane.  Bat  year  by  ye.ir  liie  camn 
pop-jlalion  adds  its  quo;a  to'  tlie  city.'

CHEWING-GUM  AND  ROCKING 
CJIAIRS. 
In  wiilins;  about  base-ball  last  week  I 
meiilioiiMl  sometliing  about  ciieiviiig-guni 
and  rocliing:  cliair.s.  Ever  since  I  have 
been  diligently  ])lied  witli  questions  as  to 
the  meaning  of  my  reinarlcs.  Oncaslccdrae 
to  explain  liie  joke,  if  tlicre  was  such  a 
tiling  to  be  explained.  Another  man  ol 
serious  aspect  was  anxious  lo  know  if  there 
were  any  personalities  in  what  I  said. 
Other  gentlemen  came  and  made  me 
presents  of  chewing-gum  with  many  recotn- 
mcndations  to  try  it.  One  or  Iwo  letters 
have  arrived  begging  for  information  about 
locking  chairs  and  cradles,  and  a  lady  sign- 
ing her.self  "Fond  i\Iotlier "  ha.s  written  to 
know  if  cheiving-gum  is  good  for  babies. 
There  seems  to  be  no  other  way  out  of  this 
difficulty  than  to  slate  all  I  know  of  both 
institutions. 

Clicwing  gum,  al  least  in  the  form  in 
which  I  made  its  acquaintance,  is  manu- 
factured in  bars  about  6  Indies  long,  by 
one  inch  wide  and  about  y^  inch  thick  It 
is  wrapped  up  in  fine  lead  paper,  upon 
whicli  are  printed  several  strong  statements 
in  regard  to  its  appetizing,  sl.mulaling, 
soothing  and  strengthening  effects.  When 
you  take  oH'  the  lead  paper  you  hold  in 
your  hand  an  object  very  like  a  small  stone 
for  sliaipening  razors.  Tlie  color  is  of  a 
giejisli  brown.  It  smells  like  something 
between  a  new  mackintosh  and  a  miki 
Liinburger  clieese.  On  closer  examination 
you  notice  llicit  this  sharpening  stone  is 
divided  into  two  slates,  and  tliat  eacli  of 
these  slates  is  in  the  relnrn  marked  off  into 
small  squares  a  little  bigger  than  a  big 
man's  tlmmb  nail.  Upon  further  investi- 
gation it  transpires  tlial  eacli  of  tliese 
squares  is  a  "chew,"  or  dose,  or  ration,  or, 
to  speak  more  accurately,  the  amount  of 
gum  which  tlie  operator  may  conveniently 
dispose  of  in  one  sitting. 

Chewing-gum,  in  the  slate,  isiiard,  appar- 
ently brittle,  a  little  sticky,  and  might  be 
mi'-taken  for  a  new  patent  of  razor  paste. 
The  unsophisticated  experimentalist  breaks 
off  a  "chew  "  and  with  a  last  look  at  earth, 
and  sky,  and  a  thought  of  the  dear  ones  far 
away,  he  places  it  in  his  moutii.  It  is 
sweet.  It  is  not  unlike  an  opium  cough- 
lozenge.  Soon  it  begins  to  crumble,  and 
gels  sweeter  still.  This  phase  lasts  for  a 
minute  or  so  and  then  the  sweet  taste 
begins  to  disappear.  After  tliis  the  crumbs 
begin  to  look  each  other  up  again  and  slick 
logetlier  and  in  another  minute  the  chew  is 
fairly  under  way. 


that  yiui  are  stronger  than  gum -that  .„ 
any  contest  lietwecn  gum  and  vou  ilie  giun  is 
bound  to  get  the  worst  of  it.  In  a  reason.tble 
time  you  halt  lo  report  progress.  \a\\  re- 
move the  gum  from  y.nir  month  and  es.im- 
ine  it  losce  liow  much  is  left.  Vou  are 
astonished  to  lin.I  that  there  is  appaicnlly 
more  than  y,iu  put  in  Nothing  iiaiinto<l, 
you  resume  Imimucss  ami  cliew  away  lor 
halr-an-hoiir  or  so.  At  the  eiiil  of  that 
lime  you  close  np  again  fir  in.speclion.  It 
is  more  or  less  the  same  story.  The  gum 
has  not  iliniiiiishcil  in  the  least.  It  is  no,v 
a  .sort  of|,ale  chocolalo  color,  and  has  as- 
sumed a  lealhciy,  wcalliei.beaten  look,  its 
size  is  just  the  same. 

1  cxpetimeiiteil  as  Ihr  as  this  point  mv- 
self,  and  then  gave  in.  I  hail  no  more 
time  lo  devote  to  the  interests  of  science,  so 
I  retained  ihe  services  of  a  conlidi'mial 
newspaper  boy  and  starte.l  him  iip-.ii  a 
fresh  sl.ab  early  on  Tuesday  moining.  On 
Tuesday  evening  he  came'and  showed  me 
the  gum.  It  was  the  same  size  as  ever  and 
as  pliable  as  air.  it  would  stretch  out  into 
infinity  like  a  repeating  decimal.  'The  Imy 
pulled  it  out  to  the  full  length  of  his  arms, 
and  made  fancy  plaitings  with  it  to  amuse 
himself  Then  be  stuck  one  end  of  it  on 
to  the  stern  of  a  passing  tram-car  and  held 
die  other  end  between  his  teeth.  The  car 
went  on  its  way  and  the  gum  began  to 
strelih  ami  slielch  until  it  had  e.stended 
itself  all  tlie  «ay  from  I'laza  \"ictoria  to 
near  Tlorcs.  1 1  became  in  tlie  end  so  thin 
from  stretching  as  to  be  almost  invisible. 
Finally  it  disappeared  altogetlier.  I  have 
never  seen  it  since.  I'hercare  three  or  four 
more  slabs  slill  left.  They  can  be  had  on 
application  lo  the  undersigned. 

In  chewing  ibis  gum  your  appetite  is 
quickened  from  the  lontiiiucd  and  sugges- 
tive movement  of  tlie  jaws.  Your  la'cial 
muscles  are  developed.  The  elbows  of 
your  jawbones  stand  out  in  your  cheeks 
alter  a  reasonable  amount  of  practice  like 
the  hips  of  a  veteran  tiara  horse.  \'ou  go 
round  a  block  sooner  than  meet  a  friend 
because  meeting  him  vou  would  have  to 
Slop  clrewing  in  order  lo  talk.  If  vou 
swallow  it  tlicy  will  have  lo  get  a  sand 
pump  111  order  lo  start  il  out  of  your  inside. 
II  you  try  lo  make  a  speech  or  yawn  or 
snore  while  in  a  stale  of  gum  il  will  get  into 
your  wind-pipe  and  down  into  your  lungs 
and  il  will  take  some  years  before  you  caii 
have  it  all  pulled  out  again.  That  is  all  I 
know  about  chewiiig-gnm.  I  cannot  say 
hat  I  hunger  and  thirst  after  additional 
luformalion  regarding  it. 

As  to  the  rocliing-chair.  Everybody 
Icnows  about  it.  'I'heie  are  rocking-chairs 
tliat  will  content  themselves  in  one  locality 
but  llic  vast  majority  of  rocking-chairs  are 
ambitious  and  want  to  travel,  and  see  life 
In  the  reading-room  of  the  Literary  Society 
Ihcie  IS  a  rocking-chair  that  if  properlv 
altended  lo  will  take  you  all  round  tli'e 
room,  or  down  and  up  the  stairs,  or  out 
over  the  balconies  and  into  eternity.  There 
are  rocking-chairs  that  will  give  you  sea- 
sickness, and  there  are  others  that  will  not 
rock  until  yon  are  falling  asleep  in  ihem  at 
which  moment  they  will  start  business  and 
spill  you  out  into  the  cold  nnsympatiietic 
world.  'These  and  many  other  classes  of 
rocking-chairs  are  too  well  known  to  need 
more  ample  descii|iiion.  Let  us  now 
conclude. 

Both  the  rotking-ciiair  and  chewing-gum 
are  American  insliliilions.  The  Americans 
arc  a  jieople  always  living  at  high  pressure. 
Stillness  or  repose  for  them  is  out  of  the 
question.

IS  peculiar  to  them .  One  of  the  phases  of 
muscular  sensibility  in  a  higl,  degree  is  the 
craving  to  obtain  amusement  Irom  motion 
A  great  deal  ol  all  phvsical  enjoi^ment 
comes  from  the  muscular  tissue  of  Ihe'bodv 
By  varying  the  modes  of  tiiis  enjoyment  'it 
IS  intensified.  The  rocking-chair  is  one 
mode.  Tlie  movement  of  the  jaws  over 
chewing-gum  without  the  mental  effort  of 
speaking  and  without  the  physical  effort  of 
articulation  or  mastication,  is  another  If 
the  rocking-chair  collapses  you  may  lireak 
your  bones.  If  j^on  swallow  your  cliewin". 
gum  you  may  choke  yourself.  But  what 
would  you  have.'  All  ph.vsical  exercise  is 
attended  with  a  greater  or  less  degree  of 
danger.  No  human  institution  is  perfect 
but  a  well-seasoned  meerschaum.

me  about  too  much,  so  that  I  am  writing 
10    tell  you  that  I  will  come   to  Juanfer- 
nande2,       I  have  no    money  to    pay    my 
passage,    but   [   will   build  a  large   raft,   to 
carry  me,    and  what   little  I  may  have,  to 
the  Island  of  Juanfeiiiandez. 

I  will  bring  some  provisions  with  me  on 
my  raft,  and  some  meat  which  I  can  cook 
by  a  large  burning-glass,  and  I  have  a 
smaller  lens  and  a  microscope  that  magni- 
fies very  well. 

I  have  not  many  tools  to  work  witli, 
l)ut  I  can  get  a  few,  and  bring  them  down 
on  my  raft,  and  if  I  could  get  a  few  life 
bells  I  would  bring  ihem  witli  me. 

I  would  like  to  lay  railway  tracks  on  the 
Island  when  I  come,  and  I  would  like  to 
make  a  truck  to  run  upon  llie  (rack  rails, 
and  also  1  would  like  to  have  a  small 
locomotive  engine  (o  pull  the  trucks  along, 
and  to  have  great  fun,  if  the  truck  gets  olT 
the  track.  I  might  be  able  to  have  some 
clocks  and  chronometers,  and  also  a  nice 
telescope  to  view  ilie  Island  with. 

I  liave  read  about  this  Island  in  Robinson 
Crusoe,  and  I  am  sure  it  must  be  a  very 
pretty  Island,  with  a  beautiful  crystal  cave 
or  grotto,  and  this  was  one  of  Robinson 
Crusoe's  abodes.  If  there  are  any  goats  on 
this  Island,  I  will  be  able  to  milk  lliem, 
to  liave  a  draft  of  milk,  and  I  read  in  Rob- 
inson Crusoe  that  there  are  a  great  many 
turtles  on  one  sjde  of  ttie  Island,  and  I  am 
sure  they  are  gogd  for  food.  I  could  make 
traps  to  catch  different  animals,  whicli  I 
read  of  in  Robinson  Crusoe,  and  tliis  was 
llie  way  he  cauglit  some  of  the  animals,  and 
he  shot  those  he  did  not  catch. 

My  rait  will  consist  of  a  great  many 
appartments,  iu  the  first  there  will  be  pro- 
visions, and  in  the  last  fowls,  and  each 
appaiimeut  must  be  very  large  and  well 
built,  and  the  raft  must  he  veiy  strong  so 
as  to  stand  the  tremendous  force  of  the  vast 
ocean,  and  it  must  be  a  few  hundred  yards 
s:juare. 

The  name  of  my  raft  is  going  to  "Thun- 
deibolt,"  as  tliis  is  a  good  name. 

I  live  in  a  suburb  of  Auckland  called 
Renuiera,  and  in  Victoiia  Avenue  of  Re- 
muera,  but  not  on  the  main  road. 

[  'go\.  to  school  to  St.  Andrews  College 
where  the  boys  tease  me  so  much.  So  please 
dear  owner  of  juanfernaudez  to  take  me 
iu  and  keep  me  fvn-  nothing  as  I  have  no 
money,  and  I  will  build  the  said  I'alt 
myself.

Cantaini  a  tiinininrr  of  wvtn.  nnd  a  review  of  DraiiliHii  nflnin, 
■  lilt  of  the  nrrivnli  nnd  depHilurci  of  foreign  veueli,  the  com- 
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Ik  the  senators  nnd  deputies  who  are 
tiying  to  force  throiiffh  Congress  a  bill  of 
indemnity  in  favor  of  l-'loriano  Peixoio  and 
his  agenls,  will  only  take  lime  to  study  the 
question  a  litlle,  they  must  surely  see  that 
ihey  are  wasting  their  breath.  Congress 
has  no  moie  right  and  power  to  do  an 
unconstitutional  tiling  ihati  has  liie  exe- 
cutive. All  the  legislative  ads  tliat  Congress 
can  pass  in  a  session  will  not  legalize  a 
single  unconstitutional  executive  act.  The 
diree  branches  oi  government —the  exe- 
cutive, the  legislative  and  the  judicial  —are 
separate  and  independent,  and  Uiey  are  not 
permitted  to  trespass  upon  each  other's 
functions.  The  only  power  which  can  p;iss 
upon  ihe  constitutionality  or  legality  ofan 
executive  act,  is  that  of  the  judiciary,  and 
to  it  also  belongs  the  linal  interpretation  of 
the  constitution  and  the  laws,  Congress  may 
talk  and  legislate  to  its  heart's  content,  but 
it  will  make  no  difterence  whatever  with  the 
real  questions  involved.  It  has  no  more 
righC  to  legalize  the  illegal  acts  of  the 
•dictator  and  his  agents,  dian  it  1ms  to 
legalize  the  assassination  of  Jose  Ularia,  or 
Ihe  recent  defalcation  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  Central  railway.  It  may  pass  a  hun- 
dred indemnity  laws,  but  this  will  nut 
deter  Ihe  Supreme  Tribunal  from  declaring 
them  unconstitutional  and  from  trying  any 
oflicial  for  infractions  of  the  law.  Congress 
^s  clearly  trespassing  upon  the  prerogatives 
of  the  judiciary,  and  it  is  apparently  un- 
conscious of  the  fact  that  its  own  powers 
are  limited  and  defined.  There  is  no 
constitutional  government  in  the  world 
where  the  leg'islative  branch  enjoys  tiie  powers 
and  immunities  which  some  members  of 
llic  present  Brazilian  Congress  consider 
■liiemselves  audiorized  to  exercise.  No  free 
and  intelligent  people  would  ever  confer 
such  powers  and  immunities  upon  their 
representatives,  fol- it  would  render  them  both 
■despotic  anl  irresponsible.  They  are  not 
republican  ideas  which  counsel  these  arbi- 
trary acts,  nor  the  wish  to  establish  free  and 
progressive  institutions  in  Brazil;  it  is 
simply  the  despotic  impulses  oi  men  who 
are  seeking  to  rule  by  force,  and  to  crush  all 
who  venture  to  oppose  them.  Could  they 
have  their  way,  they  would  destroy  every 
vestige  of  liberty  in  ihe  country  and  reduce 
it  to  a  condition  approaching  that  of 
Turkey.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that 
■constitutional  principles  will  be  saved  from 
the  despotism  of  either  executive,  or  legis- 
■lature. 


Although  the  quarantine  season  is  prac- 
tically at  an  end,  the  question  itself  is  still 
l>efore  us  unsettled.  The  government  has 
nominally  granted  certain  concessions  and 
4ias  made  the  customary  promises,  but 
these>  we  submit,  do  not  selde  the  points  at 
issue.  Were  there  another  cholera  alarm, 
^he  same  scenes  would  be  re-enacted  which 
so  disgraced  this  country  at  the  beginning 
■of  the  year.  Practically,  we  are  just  where 
■we  were  when  the  controversy  began.  The 
government  has  engaged  to  build  a  temp- 
orary lazaretto  hospital  at  Ilha  Grande,  and 
to  provide  a  floating  lazaretto  for  that 
anchorage,  but  so  far  as  we  are  informed 
neither  has  been  done.  Complaints  have 
also-been  made  of  the  miserable  treatment 
received  there  at  die  hands  of  those  in 
charge  of  the  station,  but  to  no  effect. 
Although  paying  first-class  hotel  rates,  the 
unfortunate   passengers    were    treated  like 


criminals,  being  locked  up  in  dirty,  unsani 
tary  quarters  nearly  the  wliole  time.  This, 
likewise,  1ms  been  ignored,  and  nothing 
whatever  has  been  done  to  secure  for  the 
traveller  the  treatment  due  to  his  condition 
and  necessities.  Harbarous  and  dangerous 
as  these  quarantine  imprisonments  are— and 
many  a  case  of  infectious  disease  has  been 
traced  to  them — they  are  still  retained 
throughout  a  great  part  of  the  world  as  a 
barrier  against  (lie  spread  of  dangerous 
epidemic  diseases.  Kxperience  and  science 
have  proved  them  useless  for  that  purpose, 
but  still  the)-  are  retained— in  great  pail 
nuite  witnesses  to  popular  ignorance  and 
cowardice.  It  is  easier,  perhaps,  for  the  gov- 
einment  to  build  a  huge  barrack  in  some 
desolate  place  and  fill  it  with  piratical 
purveyors  and  haU-etiucated  doctors,  than 
it  is  to  teach  the  people  liow  to  live  so  as 
to  avoid  contagious  disease.  It  is  time, 
however,  to  call  a  halt.  We  have  lived 
under  the  exactions  and  abuses  of  these 
quarantine  harpies  quite  longenough.  They 
have  imposed  upon  our  intelligence,  liisuU- 
ed  our  self-respect  and  abused  our  con- 
fidence, until  patience  has  ceased  to  rcilecl 
credit  upon  our  judgment.  To  submit 
longer  to  the  abuses  and  robberies  of 
quarantine  doctors  and  purveyors  is  to 
declare  ourselves  unable  to  redress  one  of 
the  greatest  wrongs  of  the  day.  (Quarantine 
is  not  only  a  grievous  restriction  upon  com- 
merce, but  it  Is  a  savage  trespass  upon  the 
rights  and  libertie.s  of  travellers.  It  resiricis 
trade,  inflicts  losses,  destroys  properly,  res- 
trains personal  liberty,  endangeis  life  and 
health  and  protects  extortion.  If  it  weie 
necessary  to  protect  a  country  in  this 
way  against  the  introduction  of  an  in- 
fectious disease,  then  we  might  submit  to 
some  of  these  burdens  without  a  word  ;  but 
it  rarely  affords  the  protection  desired,  and 
it  is  made  the  vehicle  for  imposing  burdens 
upon  us  which  are  foreign  to  the  purpose. 
If  our  personal  detention,  and  the  detention 
anti  disinfection  of  our  goods,  are  necessaiy 
to  .'^ave  a  country  from  an  infections 
disease,  the  germs  of  which  are  supposed  to 
be  concealed  about  our  person  or  properly, 
then  the  people  of  that  country  benefit  by 
such  detention  and  should  not  only  treat 
us  cousideiately,  as  an  apology  for  the 
inconvenience  caused,  but  they  should  bear 
all  our  expenses  and  losses.  They  should 
be  both  generous  and  just  In  all  such  cases. 
Rut  where  is  llils  done  ?  In  nearly  every 
case,  especially  in  South  America,  they 
throw  us  into  filthy  barracks,  deprive  us  of 
almost  every  convenience  of  civilized  life, 
turn  us  over  to  the  tender  mercies  of  ra- 
pacious purveyors,  rob  and  destroy  our 
property,  and  then  coolly  cirarge  us  the 
highest  possible  price  for  the  services  sup- 
posed to  have  been  rendered.  They  enter- 
tain us  like  criminals,  and  then  charge 
us  like  roving  millionaires.  All  this,  we 
repeat,  is  both  grossly  unjust  and  ab- 
solutely unnecessary.  If  the  abolition  o( 
quarantine  can  not  be  securel  at  present, 
then  its  severities  should  be  mitigated  and 
its  abuses  forbidden  by  international  regula- 
tions. And  each  nation  should  be  made 
responsible  for  all  the  expenses,  losses  and 
damages  caused  by  the  quarantines  which 
it  inflicts  upon  commerce  and  travel. 


Titr.  situation  on  our  southern  border 
is  one  which  demands  thoughtful  con- 
sideration, for  it  is  full  both  of  warnings 
and  of  dangers.  The  Rio  Grande  struggle 
is  but  an  incident  compared  with  the 
course  of  events  in  that  part  of  the  con- 
tinent. By  itself,  it  is  without  decisive 
influence  beyond  a  limited  district,  but 
it  may  lead  to  a  collision  with  our  southern 
neighbors,  and  this  in  turn  may  involve 
a  half  of  South  America  in  war.  In  this 
respect  it  is  important  that  the  govern- 
ment should  exercise  the  greatest  caution 
in  its  dealings  with  Uruguay,  and  Argen- 
tina, and  that  it  should  employ  all  the 
means  within  its  power  to  pacify  that 
unhappy  state.  To  this  end,  an  armed 
peace  would  be  most  undesirable;  the 
peace  should  be  a  thorough  reconciliation, 
so  that  the  loyalty  of  Rio  Grande  will 
never  be  in  question  in  the  inevitable 
struggle  through  which  our  southern 
neighbors  must  pass.  Pessimistic  though 
it  may  seem,  we  are  convinced  that  we  are 
rapidly  approaching  a  period  of  wide- 
spread disorder  and  revolution  in  Argentina 
and  Uruguay,  a  struggle  whose  conse- 
quences no  one  can  foresee.  In  Argentina, 
four  or  five  provinces  are  at  this  moment 
threatened  with  revolutionary  outbreaks, 
and  the  whole  country .  is  ungasy  and 
discontented.     And   it    is    not    only    on 


account  of  a  selfish  and  mercenary  na- 
tional government,  but  also  because  tlieir 
local  governments  are  venal  and  tyran- 
nical. Taxation  has  liccome  ruinously 
oppressive,  and  the  people  are  dri\en  to 
desperation  by  the  brutality  and  venality 
of  their  own  officials,  who  are  pro\ing 
themselves  strangers  both  to  mercy  and 
to  shame.  Such  a  situation  can  nut  last. 
Even  a  worm  will  turn  when  trodden 
upon.  In  Uruguaj-  there  is  a  diftcreiu-e 
in  details,  but  the  situation  is  much  the 
same.  In  that  country— we  can  not  call 
it  a  re[)ul)lic  —  the  government  is  central- 
ized,  coiiHcquenily  the  abuses  commiitcd 
in  the  dcpartnionts  arc  due  to  niis^t)vern- 
ment  at  the  capital.  And  as  for  the  Inter 
—  what  terms  can  one  use  to  portray 
it  ?  Though  one  of  the  fairest  counlries  on 
this  continent,  it  is  impoverished,  insulted 
and  cruhlicd  by  one  of  the  most  mercen- 
ary and  arbitrary  governments  ever  in- 
vented. It  is  ruled  nominally  by  civilians, 
but  actually  by  barrack  politicians.  Its 
revenues  are  scpiandered  on  military  eipiip- 
ments  and  contractors,  and  its  imhisiries 
are  ruined  by  men  who  affect  a  lordly 
scorn  for  those  occupations  wliich  cotn])el 
physical  and  mental  exertion,  lioth  Ar- 
gentina and  Uruguay  are  to-day  dominated 
by  men  wlio  are  parasites  in  every  sense 
of  the  term.  Tbcy  are  feeding  upon  the 
lite  blood  of  the  two  countries,  ami  they 
are  robbing  them  of  their  honor  aiu!  in- 
dependence as  well.  It  reqiiircs  no  prophet 
to  foretell  what  liie  result  of  all  this 
shame  and  oppression  is  to  be.  Some  day 
anil  iluH  day  cannot  be  lar  distant -^ 
the  thieves  will  either  fall  out  among 
themselves,  or  the  [leople  wilt  refuse  to 
bear  their  wrongs  any  longer.  And  then 
will  come  the  deluge!  That  an  honest  and 
stable  government  will  result  may  l)c  the 
desire  of  our  hearts  and  the  burden  of 
our  prayers  —  but  it  is  over  mnch  to  expect 
from  the  state  of  society  which  has  been 
created  by  tlicse  so-called  republican  gov- 
ernments. Ignorant  even  of  the  funda- 
mental ])i'inci[iles  of  self-government,  how 
can  a  jieople  administer  the  complicated 
affairs  of  a  nation  without  error  and  abuse  ? 
We  arc  not  living  in  an  age  of  miracles, 
nor  one  of  isolation,  it  is  bniUling  upon 
the  impossible  to  expect  a  people,  [)er- 
verted  and  untrained  as  these  people  cer- 
tainly are,  to  govern  themseh-es  wisely 
and  to  meet  their  international  obligations 
justly  and  creditably.  And  if  this  is  true, 
what  is  the  hilure  to  be  for  Argentina 
and  Uruguay  when  their  corrupt  govern- 
ments are  o\'erthrown?  The  Brazilian 
jacobin  may  sneer  at  the  danger  if  it 
l)leases  him  to  do  so,  but  still  the  problem 
remains.  The  struggle  in  the  south  will 
inevitably  extend  to  Brazil  unless  wise 
counsels  prevail,  and  unless  we  avoid  the 
evils  and  mistakes  which  have  brought 
so  much  trouble  upon  our  neighbors. 
At  present  we  are  treading  closely  in  their 
footslei)s  and  re])eating  their  mistaken 
cx[)eriments.  If  we  are  wise,  we  will  strike 
out  a  new  path  for  ourselves  and  then 
entrust  our  alVairs  to  men  of  character  .md 
experience.

RAILWAY  GAUGES  IM  BRAZIL. 

In  a  recent  discussion  -in  The  Times  on  the 
relative  merits  of  broad  and  narrow-gauge  railways, 
Mr.  W.J.  Hammond  gives  the  following  interest- 
iiig  parliculai's  regarding  the  two  S.  Paulo  railways 
wiih   which  he  was   connected  for  many  years:  — 

"  Lieutenant-Colonel  Warburlon  makes  a  very 
sweeping  coudemnnlion  of  narrow-gauge  railways, 
and  Mr.  Percival  Heywood  to-day  says  there  is 
an  apparent  meagre  acquaintance  with  practical 
working,  &c. 

Having  been  both  engineer  and  manager  of 
broad  and  narrow  gauge  railways  in  Brazil  for 
eighteen  years,  may  1  give  a  few  facts  in  lefuiation 
of  iheir  statement  ? 

1st.     The  cost   and  equipment  of  the  Paulista 
railway,  200  miles  long,  a  continuation  of  the  San 
Paulo  railway,    5    ft.  3  in.  gauge,  with  curves  of 
280  metres  radius,  and  a  ruling  gradient  of 
was  over  ;^9,6oo  per  mile. 


2\\A,  The  co^i  and  equipment  of  the  Rio  Claro 
railway,  290  miles  long,  one  metre  t3rt.  3^^  in.) 
gauge,  wiih  curve*  lOo  metres  ladiiis  and  n  ruling 
ginilient  o(  |  in  50,  was  under  ^3,203  per  mile. 
I  will  not  hriuji  in  evidence  the  other  narrow 
(metre  g.iugej  railways  in  ihe  stale  of  San  Paulo, 
which  measure  more  than  1,800  miles,  of  which  80 
))er  cent.  coU  lesM  than  /4,000  per  mile,  the  remain- 
ing aoner  cent,  costing  something  more  on  ac- 
count of  exceptional  circumstnnces.  The  two  rail- 
ways mentioned  above,  of  which  I  was  general 
manager  nnd  engineer,  will  illustrate  ex.actty  the 
relative  costs  ol  the  two  sy-stems,  because  both  are 
constructed  in  very  similar  couniry— namely,  the 
cuffee  districts  ol  San  Paulo,  the  Kio  Claro  being 
nn  extension  oflhe  Paulisla. 

The  rniiifnlt  on  both  lines  vnties  from  36  in.  to 
45  i"'  of  rni"  per  annum.  On  bolli  considerably 
more  llinn  one-half  tlie  revenue  comes  from  the 
cariiage  of  coffee.  The  speed  of  the  passenger 
trains  on  ilie  PanUsU  broad  gauge  is  32  miles, 
and  on  ihe  Rio  Claro  narrow  gauge  22  miles  per 

'I'he  rails  of  the  broad  g.iuge  weigh  from  62  If.  lo 
72  Ih.  per  yard,  and  on  ihe  narrow  gauge  from 
42  Ih.  to  47  Hi.  per  yard.  The  weights  on  llie 
drivinji  wheels  of  the  engines  are  from  5  lo  534' 
tons  on  the  broad  gauge,  and  from  1%  to  jlf  loiis 
on  the  narrow. 

The  sleepers  of  the  broad  gauge  have  twice  the 
amount  of  wood  in  ihem  lliai  the  narrow  umige 
have.  Both  have  Vignole  section  mils  held  in 
place  by  simple  dog  spikes. 

IJolh  have  paid  from  10  to  14  jier  cent,  div- 
idends  to  their  shareholders.  This  last  fact  de- 
monstrates ihat  both  are  suitable  for  the  work  diey 
do.  Had  Ihe  Rij  Claro  lieen  made  broad  gauge 
like  the  Paulista,  its  capital  would  have  been 
increased  to  three  limes,  and  the  shareholders, 
instead  o(  receiving  handsome  dividends,  would 
have  been  ruined. 

It  must  be  mentioned  that  the  working  of  the 
trains  on  both  lines  is  similar— ihat  is,  both  have 
engine-drivers  and  firemen  and  guards  in  proportion 
to  the  length  of  the  train. 

The  above  shows  that  narrow-gauge  lines  are 
very  satisfactory  and  just  as  commercially  si"-- 
cessful  as  the  broad,  with  the  tremendous  fact  ... 
Iheir  favour  that  their  cost  is  only  one-half.  All 
llie  lines  now  being  constructed  or  in  comtempla- 
lion  in  Brazil  are  of  the  narrow  gauge  (one  metre). 
It  seems  to  nie  that  the  intention  o(  the  Board  of 
Trade,  in  trying  to  find  a  way  to  offer  facilities  of 
cheap  transport  to  the  farmers,  does  not  con- 
template  ihe  extension  of  the  present  main-line 
railways,  which  have  already  carried  their  rails 
into  ail  the  chief  centres  of  commercial  or  agri- 
cultural  activity,  but  rather  does  it  contemplate  the 
construction  of  surface  tramways  or  railways  which 
will  be  able  lo  carry  produce  at  less  than  half  the 
present  cost  of  transport  by  horse  and  carl. 

In  the  suburbs  of  the  city  of  San  Paulo,  Brazil, 
there  is  a  railway  or  tramway  which  runs  for  a 
considerable  part  of  it.s  length  on  a  high  road  where 
there  is  a  large  IrafHc  of  carts  and  vans  always 
going  on.  On  the  engine  there  is  but  one  man, 
who  is  both  driver  and  fireman,  and  the  wagons 
and  carriages  are  under  the  control  ol  one  guard. 
The  tr.iiu  stops  anywhere  for  passengers,  and  has 
very  primitive  slalions,  where  the  goods  are  receiv- 
ed or  delivered.  The  line  answers  its  purpose 
ndniiiably.  The  curves  are  very  sharp,  and  there 
ate  gra{lients  as  steep  as  I  in  28.  Such  a  system 
could  L>e  made  in  England  at  a  cost  of  less  than 
;^l,5oo  per  mile,  by  following  the  highways  as 
much  as  possible,  by  avoiding  the  useless  luxuries 
for  a  small  single  line  of  locking  points,  of  signals, 
of  fancy  slatioiis,  of  over-he.id  bridges,  and  of  a 
great  staff  on  Ihe  trains,  aud  would  be  an  immense 
iioon  to  the  farmers,  whereas  Ihe  cheapest  and 
flimsiest  extension  of  the  normal  4fi.  8;^  in.  gauge, 
il  made  lo  carry  the  wagon  slock  of  the  great 
companies,  would  cost  so  much  that  a  dividend 
could  not  be  earned  and  inevitable  failure  would 
be  the  end."

UBERIAN  COFFEE  IN  SUMATRA. 

In  my  Inst  contribution  to  the  *'01d  Rng "  I 
stflted  that  my  friend  in  Mednn  promised  to  show 
me  Liberian  cutTee.  He  did  so.  But  betore  louch- 
ing  (he  bush,  let  me  give  n  few  words  as  to  tlie 
soil.  It  is  a  rich  sanely  loam  with  a  lop  surfnce  of 
12  incites  or  more  of  humus.  To  my  mind  it  is 
[jerfcction  for  coffee:  and  the  growth  of  jungle  is 
stupendous,  The  general  lay  ot  land  is  iindiiiat- 
ing  willi  occasional  steep  ravines. 

In  Siugnpore,  I  had  seen  samples  of  Deli  coffee 
from  lour  year  old  trees,  .ind  wns  prepnred  for 
something  good.  But  what  I  have  seen  here  has 
fairly  made  me  gasp !  Do  you  remember  the  sioiy 
of  an  experienced  V.  A.  mistaking  some  young  jnk 
trees  for  Lil^eiinn  coffee?  Here  the  enperience 
might  be  reversed.  I  have  seen  coffee  trees  as  big 
as  a  full-grown  cherry  tree;  and  full  of  "cherry  " 
too.  I  snt  me  dowu  and  mopped  my  streaming 
brow.  The  coffee  here  18  months  old  is  full  of 
crop,  and  Hint  of  14  months  hns  just  .set  a  splendid 
blossom.  The  four  year  old  trees  have  a  comfor- 
table 4  cwt.  per  acre  on  them  ;  and  if  you  want  lo 
find  leaf-disease,  you  have  lo  hunt  for  it.  Mr. 
Sceptic  of  course  s!iys  t  "  Will  it  la.st  ?  "  Stup  up 
Mr.  Sceptic  :  only  another  loo  yards.  By  the  pi- 
per that  played  before  Moses  !  you  don't  call  lliose 
cofFee  bushes  ?  No,  my  lord  :  I  call  them  coffee 
Trees. 

Seventeen  years  ago  about  15,000  Liberian  cofTee 
plants  were  put  out  experimentally  011  a  tolwcco 
estate.  The  estate  was  abandoned  ;  and  for  10 
years  the  coffee  was  let  up.  It  is  now  17  years  old, 
overgrown  with  lalang  (illook)  6  feel  high.  The 
trees  are  as  big  as  loquais,  nnd  laden  wiili  crops. 
What  potentialities  are  there  not  for  coffee  which 
can  hold  its  own  for  10  years  against  lalang,  and 
still  be  healthy  and  frnilful  ?  I  nm  somewhat  in 
the  Irame  of  mind  of  the  Queen  ofShcba  when  she 
first   visited   Solomon. — Coriespondence  of  C'lyVoM

THE  SHIHE  HIGHLANDS  AND 
AYASSAIAND. 


To  any  one  who  has  misgivings  as  lo  the 
■climate,  lesources  and  prospects  of  the  highland 
portion  of  BiitiSh  Cental  Africa,  we  cannot  do 
better  than  recommend  a  perusal  of  the  chatty 
and  instructive  volume  published  by  Blnckwoods 
for  Mr-,  John  Buchanan,  c.  M.  c,,  on  "  the  Shire 
Highlands.  "  "  An  excellent  country  with  a 
bright  fuluie  hefcre  ii,  "  is  Mr.  Jiiichanan's 
verdict;  and  be  wrote  that  in  1SS5  alter  "nine 
years'  experience  in  Africa  —  five  as  gardener 
and  agriculimist  in  connection  with  the  Blantyre 
mission,  and  lour  as  a  planter  of  coffee  and 
sugar  on  my  own  account.  "  Since  then  Mr. 
Buchanan  has  put  in  ten  years  more  as  planter 
and  we  have  not  heard  of  his  health  suffering 
in  the  least,  or  o(  his  failli  in  the  future  of 
Nyassaland  —  especially  as  a  coffee-growing  coun- 
try—being in  any  way  affected.  He  speaks 
of  large  tracts  of  land  well  adapted  for  coffee, 
with  a  very  fair  supply  of  lahonr  at  a  small 
cost ;  and  that  the  only  drawback  was  cost  of 
transport  to  Ihe  const,  which  every  year  is 
lessening,  while  seeing  the  facilities  increased. 
He  says  nothing  —  any  more  than  our  own 
correspondent,  an  ex-Ceylon  planter  ~  about  Ihe 
failure  of  crop  in  the  second  year ;  while  his 
description  of  the  climate  at  3,000  (eet  above 
sea-level  with  an  average  temperature  of  50  ° 
and  a  rainfall  of  from  50  to  60  inches,  makes 
tis  ask  what  it  must  be  at  4,000  to  6,000  feet, 
seeing  the  mountains  go  up  to  8,000  and  even 
10,000  feet  in  British  Central  Africa  ? 

It  is  quite  obvious  to  us  now,  that  the  Cey- 
lon planter  who  lately  took  such  a  despondent 
view  of  the  "  situation  "  in  Nyassaland,  never 
reached  the  Highlands  proper  at  all.  He  spent 
Ills  time  in  travelling  at  the  lower  elevations 
where  no  doubt  he  was  exposed  to  malaria 
just  as  much  as  he  would  be  in  the  Mahaoya 
valley  during  the  worst  months  of  the  year. 
As  regards  labour,  there  seems  no  reason  to 
doubt  a  sufficient  supply  for  a  long  time  to 
come,  more  especially  seeing  how  the  slave 
trade  is  being  completely  shut  up  in  Rrilish 
territories.  Finally,  from  Mr.  Johnston's  report 
we  learn  of  Nyika  plateau  at  7,000  feet,  1,250 
square  miles  in  extent  with  a  delicious  climate 
and  fertile  soil,  while  the  plateau  of  Mlanji 
(  no  doubt  close  to  Mr,  Carson's  land  to  be 
taken  over  by  the  Nyassaland  Coffee  Company) 
is  said  to  have  a  rainfall  of  75  inches  wiih  a 
climate  described  as  "perfection"  and  plenty  of 
good  soil.

THE  LONDOiV  AND  BRAZILIAN  BAXk'. 

At  the  last  ordinary  general  meelintj  ol  share- 
holders of  the  London  and  Brazilian  Bank,  i.ini- 
ilcd,  Ihe  chairman,  H(in.  Pascoe  Charles  Glyn, 
made  the  following  interesting  statement  regardiuij 
the  general  situation  in  Brazil  and  llie  present 
prosperous  condition  of  the  bank  :  — 

The  chief  feature  during  the  past  twelve  monihs 
had  been  Ihe  continued  depression  in  the  rate  of 
exchange  in  Brnzil,  and  the  present  qiioialioii  was 
exactly  the  same  as  it  was  when  he  last  had  the 
pleasure  of  addressing  the  shareholders.  On  that 
occasion  lis  expressed  Ihc  hope  ihat  matteis  would 
be  on  a  much  more  satisfactory  footing  as  regarded 
the  rale  of  exchange  when  they  met  agiiin;  but 
unfotiunately,  ihis  iiope  had  nut  been  realised.  Ii 
was  perfectly  true  that  during  tlie  past  year  the 
imports  into  Brazil  had  been  e.xcessively  lar^e,  it 
was  also  true  that  there  still  exisleil  in  certain 
parts  of  the  slate  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  the  linger- 
ing embers  ol  revolution  and  guerrilla  warfare; 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  the  great  and  at  one  time 
most  formidable  naval  revolt  had  been  suppressed, 
and  President  Moraes  had  succeeded  his  prede- 
cessor  without  any  trouble  or  difficulty  of  a  political 
cliaincler,  while  the  exports  had  been  more  tliaii 
maintained,  especially  in  the  great  article  of  exp()rt 
—namely,  coffee,  'fhere  was,  however,  a  factor 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  some  people,  tiad  a  great 
effect  in  depressing  exchange,  and  ihat  was  the 
large  amount  of  pnper  currency  circulaling  in  tlie 
re]inblic.  He  believed  he  was  \\^\\  in  saying  that 
ihe  government  and  bank  issues  together  exceeded 
al  the  piesent  time  over  700.000  contoK,  which  at 
the  present  1  ale  of  exchange  was  equal  lo  about 
j/^26,000,000.  Quite  recently,  however,  an  inier- 
iial  loan  had  been  most  successfully  launched,  and 
of  this  50  per  cent,  was  to  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  the  redemption  of  an  equal  amount  of  paper 
currency.  'I'his  redemption  had  already  commenced 
and  thai  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

Oil  the  Inst  occasion  of  their  meeting,  after  mak- 
ing provision  for  the  dividend  and  bonus  tliey  then 
declared,  which  absorbed  /'io5,ooo,  they  had  a 
balance  in  hand  of  ;^23l,ooo.  If  ihey  added  to 
Ihis  _^23l,ooo  the  net  amount  of  profit  of  this 
year,  ;^i  74,000,  they  arrived  at  the  amount  of 
available  balance  which  appeared  in  the  report, 
namely,  ^^405,000.  The  directors  proposed  (o  pay 
t!ie  same  (tividend  and  honns  as  last  year,  which 
would  take  ^^105,000,  and  also  (o  add  _,rioo,ooo  2 
the  reserve  fund,  bringing  that  up  to  ^600,000. 
This  would  leave  a  balance  of  _^2oo,ooo,  which 
was  more  than  sufficient  to  cover  depreciation  on 
the  capital  at  Biazil  and  Buenos  Aires,  amounting 
to  ^194,000.  'I  he  ditference  between  the  amount 
of  depreciation  lliis  year,  /'l94,0OO,  and  (he  figure 
of  last  year,  ^^222, 000,  was  ^28,000.  This  differ- 
ence had  chiefly  arisen  because  it  had  not  been 
deemed  neces.sary  to  consider  any  depreciation  on 
Ihe  capital  invested  on  the  iiank's  premises  in 
Brazil  and  Argentina,  inasmuch  as  iheir  current 
sterling  value  more  tlian  represented  ihe  sterling 
amount  at  which  they  stood  in  the  books  of  tlie 
bank.  The  directors  proposed  to  make  a  very 
large  addition  lo  the  reserve  luud  on  this  occasion, 
and  be  was  sure  there  was  not  a  shareholder 
[iresent  who  did  not  see  the  propriety  and  the 
advisability  of  sucb  a  step.  With  ihe  extended 
and  extending  operations  of  the  hank,  it  stood  to 
reason  ihat  a  large  and  liquid  reserve  fund  was 
ahsohitely  necessary,  and  he  thought  the  board 
would  not  rest  satisfied  until  that  fund  at  least 
equalled  in  amount  the  paid-up  capital  of  the 
bank.
